PLANS to convert a former Wey¬ 
mouth pub into a community 
‘hub’ with its own cafe and meet¬ 
ing rooms could be a model for 
other towns in Dorset. 

A housing association wants 
to provide three two-bed flats 
for adults with learning dis¬ 
abilities on the first floor of 
the former Waverley Arms 
in Abbotsbury Road. 

The residents would 
be offered work in a 
new community cafe 
to be developed on the 
ground floor - together 
with rooms for games 
and arts which would 
also be open to the commu¬ 
nity. 

The East Borough Housing 
Trust, which is behind the pro¬ 
ject, says the scheme could pro¬ 
vide a model for similar 
ventures, run by them, else¬ 
where in the county. 

A planning application for the 
conversion has just been submit¬ 
ted to Weymouth and Portland 
Borough Council and is now 
available for public consultation 
until November 6th. 

The pub closed earlier in the 
year after being put on the mar¬ 
ket more than a year ago.

There have previously been 
plans to convert it to six flats with 
another application to turn it into 
a music venue including its own 
rehearsal room and recording stu¬ 
dio - but an application to protect 
the building as a pub was turned 
down by the borough council and 
the proposal for six flats was 
dropped. 


Chief Executive of the Housing 
Trust, Kevin Hodder, says the new 
proposed use will have real and 
lasting benefits to the whole com¬ 
munity. 

“It will become a fantastic hub 
for our Weymouth tenants and 
many older people from the local 
community. 

“From a society point of view we

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are seeing more of a need for these type of fa¬ 
cilities.” 

He says that the large function area could be 
used for a range of activities including exercise 
classes, social events or event community 
meetings. 

The trust currently supports an arts group 
for people with disabilities at the Community 
Fire Station on Radipole Lane, which is likely 
to move to the Waverley if the project gets plan¬ 
ning permission. 

Local councillor Ryan Hope has described the 
idea as being of huge benefit to the Westham 
area of Weymouth.

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Dorset youths are seen and heard 



MORE than 130 young people made their voices 
heard - loud and clear - at the first Dorset 
Youth Summit that took place recently at 
Kingston Maurward College. 

The event, funded by Dorset County Council, 
was an opportunity for young people to discuss 
the barriers which prevent them from express¬ 
ing their opinions - whether at school, in their 
communities and within the county. 

The pupils from 10 different schools were of 
different backgrounds and ages, but they came 
up with a similar list of barriers. These in¬ 
cluded not knowing who to contact about mak¬ 
ing changes in their communities, and lack of 
confidence in speaking to decision-makers. 
They also agreed that limited public transport 
and poor broadband in rural areas were issues 
for young people. 

Archie Rowell, 16, from Beaminster Sec¬ 
ondary School, was one of the event organisers, 
and a representative of the Dorset Youth Coun¬ 
cil. He said: “Our message to children is that 
your voice matters, whatever your age - and 
you can be heard in the community if you shout 
load enough. This exciting new event is an op¬ 
portunity for young people to put their voices 
together and pitch their ideas collectively to de¬ 
cision-makers in the community.” 

For the second half of the day, the youngsters 
were joined by around 30 influential people 
from across the county, including the county 
council, Dorset Police, the NHS and Dorset 
County Museum. They worked with groups of 
children to listen to their issues and explore 
ways to remove barriers. 

One of the guests was Cllr Pauline Batstone, 
county council champion for diversity. She 
said: “The Youth Summit was great event, with

young people of all ages humming and buzzing 
with ideas.

The next stage of the project is for the organ¬ 
isers to put together a report which will be sent 
to decision-makers and student councils. The 
Youth Council will then take the lead on mak¬ 
ing changes.

Charity recruiting 
volunteers to support 
vulnerable children 

BARNARDO’S is recruiting Dorset volun¬ 
teers to prevent vulnerable children suffer¬ 
ing a ‘hidden sentence’. 

The charity has been commissioned by 
HMPPS to support families visiting loved 
ones at HMP Guys Marsh, near Shaftes¬ 
bury, and HMP Portland, near Weymouth. 

Barnardo’s will encourage positive rela¬ 
tionships and promote children’s play dur¬ 
ing visits, in order to reduce the impact of 
parental imprisonment on young people. 

Volunteers will also signpost families to 
important sources of information and sup¬ 
port. 

Barnardo’s volunteer co-ordinator Penny 
Fisher said: “Families often suffer their own 
‘hidden sentence’ when a parent is impris¬ 
oned, suffering stigma, depression, anxiety 
and social isolation. 

“Children can be particularly affected and 
sometimes struggle to understand what has 
happened, while the remaining parent can 
be unsure of what happens next and where 
they can go for help. 

“Therefore we want to create a small but 
friendly team of volunteers who will make 
a big difference to young lives by supporting 
them during this difficult period.” 

Tasks include welcoming families and pro¬ 
moting positive play between fathers and 
their children. 

Help is needed at HMP Guys Marsh on Fri¬ 
day, Saturday or Sunday afternoons, and at 
HMP Portland on Tuesday, Thursday, Sat¬ 
urday or Sunday afternoons. 

Volunteers are also needed to support 
Family Days which are held at both prisons 
throughout the year. 

Penny added: “Research has shown that 
prisoners who maintain links with their 
families are less likely to reoffend upon re¬ 
lease, so this is a unique opportunity to not 
only support vulnerable children but also 
benefit wider society.” 

No formal qualifications are required, but 
applicants must be non-judgemental, enthu¬ 
siastic and have good communication and 
listening skills. 

Experience of working with vulnerable 
children and adults would be useful but not 
essential. 

Potential volunteers would need to un¬ 
dergo enhanced disclosure checks. 

A full induction is provided together with 
ongoing support and supervision.

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Halloween fun must respect others 
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Consultation over changes to train services continues 


PROPOSED changes on the Weymouth to Wa¬ 
terloo rail line will mean a reduction in stop¬ 
ping trains for Upwey and Moreton - but not 
an end to all direct links to London. 

A study of the proposals show that some di¬ 
rect trains to the capital will still offer a stop¬ 
ping service, according to county councillor 
or Linden Lea, Nick Ireland. 

“From the meetings I’ve attended ... and 
other comments I’ve received, there seems to 
be some confusion as to exactly what are the 
proposed changes to the service between Wey¬ 
mouth and Waterloo and particularly what 


this means for Upwey and Moreton stations,” 
he said. 

Cllr Ireland says that by studying the consul¬ 
tation timetable and the consultation notes 
what is being proposed is not an end to all 
stopping trains to London, although the ser¬ 
vice will be severely restricted. 

“In reality, this means that the 05:39, 06:33 
and 07:33 services from Weymouth to Water¬ 
loo do stop at both Upwey and Moreton. In the 
opposite direction, the 05:25, 17:42 and 18:42 
services from Waterloo do also.” 

The hourly services which will no longer 


stop at Upwey and Moreton, and other small 
stations further up the line, will as a result be 
12 minutes faster than previously into the cap¬ 
ital. 

However Mr Ireland believes that the 
changes will also put an end to all direct ser¬ 
vices to London over the weekend from both 
Upwey and Moreton. Travellers will instead 
have to catch the slower train and change, if 
travelling on to London.

Majority of residents agree with 
a town council for Weymouth 


DURING the summer 
Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Borough Coun¬ 
cil carried out a 
12-week consultation 
asking residents for 
their views on pro¬ 
posals to set up a 
town council. 

Under the Future 
Dorset proposal, the 
borough council 
would cease to exist 
in April 2019. Coun¬ 
cils are waiting to 
hear the govern¬ 
ment’s decision on 
the proposal. If the 
government accepts 


it, Weymouth will be 
the only place in the 
new unitary area 
without a parish 
council. 

Almost 1,000 people 
gave their views in 
the consultation. 
Councillors and offi¬ 
cers also spoke with 
about 900 people at 
roadshow events 
across the town. 

Residents were 
found to bein favour 
of a town council, 
with 77 per cent 
agreeing or strongly 
agreeing with the 


idea of a single town 
council for Wey¬ 
mouth. 

The consultation 
also found that resi¬ 
dents see Weymouth 
as their commu- 
nity(68.9 per cent), 
compared to their 
own ward (21.1 per 
cent). 

There is strong sup¬ 
port for the name of 
any potential council 
to be Weymouth 
Town Council (56 per 
cent). 

Residents gave a 
mixed response to the 


electoral arrange¬ 
ments. This included 
the town council hav¬ 
ing 29 councillors, the 
same ward bound¬ 
aries as the borough 
council, and elections 
every four years. 

There were a num¬ 
ber of comments 
about the number of 
councillors. Some 
residents felt that 29 
councillors would be 
too many for a town 
council. 

While understand¬ 
ing residents’ con¬ 
cerns about the 


number of council¬ 
lors and wards, the 
Steering Committee 
for the review has 
recommended that 
the number of coun¬ 
cillors should stay the 
same, with an oppor¬ 
tunity to review after 
the council is set up. 

Under the current 
proposals, the num¬ 
ber of residents each 
councillor represents 
would already be 
higher than other 
town and parish 
councils in Dorset. It 
would also be higher 


than the similarly 
large Salisbury Town 
Council. 

The management 
committee of Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland 
Borough Council will 
examine the results of 
the consultation on 
October 31st and con¬ 
sider the recommen¬ 
dations of the steering 
committee. If the rec¬ 
ommendations are ac¬ 
cepted, a second 
public consultation 
will take place in 
November. This is a 
requirement of the 
process, which is 
called a Community 
Governance Review.

■ HAVING now looked at the pro¬ 
posed draft South Western Rail¬ 
way timetables (View from 
Weymouth, October 11th), it 
seems that this is no more than a 
cost cutting exercise. 

I previously saw an article in a 
railway magazine (possibly even 
the one edited by Mr Henshaw) in 
which SWR claimed that the intro¬ 
duction of the Weymouth to 
Portsmouth service would pro¬ 
vide a "cross- Southampton" facil¬ 
ity which many would welcome in 
view of the frequent congestion 
and delay on the M27. Given that 
the service takes an hour between 
Southampton Central and 
Portsmouth alone, and that much 
employment is to be found near 
the M27 itself rather than the line 
of the railway stations, I doubt 
that there will be any great shift of 
transport mode. The catchment 
for such a service would certainly 
go no further into Dorset than the 
Bournemouth area. 

There are other dis-benefits to 
the change which your article did 
not touch on. The construction of 
the timetable would enable the in¬ 
troduction of Class 450 units on 
the new service. This represents a 
reduction in capacity from five 
coaches to four on the Weymouth 
to Southampton part of the jour¬ 
ney, and their layout is more 
cramped than existing stock. 

Eastbound, the service does not 
go to Portsmouth Harbour, so can¬ 
not even provide a direct connec¬ 
tion to the Isle of Wight ferries. 

Westbound, it gets even worse, 
as the two trains leave Southamp¬ 
ton for Weymouth within five 
minutes of each other. So an in¬ 
tending passenger who might be 
slightly delayed getting to the sta¬ 
tion could be faced with almost an 
hour's wait for the next journey. 


Not good, particularly if you are a 
medical patient referred up to 
Southampton Hospital for some 
specialism, as West Dorset people 
can be. 

I can see a fairly obvious way of 
making an economy without re¬ 
ducing West Dorset's existing fa¬ 
cilities. Like all laymen however I 
do not possess detailed knowledge 
of things like train "paths" to 
know what exactly is feasible. 

People like Messrs Henshaw and 
Palmer obviously do have such 
knowledge. Do they have websites 
that you could direct your readers 
to? In this way, public consulta¬ 
tion for the retention of a decent 
service will be meaningful and in¬ 
formed. Comment on the propos¬ 
als can be factually based. 

Finally, there is one fundamen¬ 
tal consideration that we should 
all be aware of. We are only two 
months into the change of fran¬ 
chisee. As the DfT is responsible 
for procuring rail franchises, were 
they aware of this substantial re¬ 
duction when awarding it to 
South Western Railway? Were 
they happy to proceed even so? 

It was not so long ago that 
Richard Drax, MP, was full of 
promises for improvement to the 
existing service, offering what 
looked to be unrealistic accelera¬ 
tions, but certainly no worsening. 

I do not notice any comments 
from him at this time within your 
article. Given the DfT's involve¬ 
ment in the change, I should think 
it his high time that his con¬ 
stituents received some detailed 
statement from him about the 
whole sorry business.

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Blue plaque tribute to the man who 
founded the Mill Street Mission 


THE memory of a man who made it his 
life’s work to help children living in 
poverty in Dorchester more than 100 
years ago has been honoured with a 
blue plaque. 

The plaque has been installed in Mill 
Street, where Alfred Harman Ed¬ 
wards, at the age of 19, began to set up 
food and education centres for young 
people living in slums around the 
area. Mill Street was the inspiration 
for Thomas Hardy's Mixen Lane in his 
novel The Mayor of Casterbridge. 

Mr Edwards later went on to found 
the Mill Street Mission and The Mill 
Street Housing Socity, which pulled 
down the poorest houses and replaced 
them with cottages. 

The blue plaque was unveiled by Ru¬ 
pert Edwards, chairman of the Mill 
Street Housing Society, who is also the 
grandson of Alfred Edwards, and Sir 
Philip Williams, president of the soci¬ 
ety. 

According to historians, the area 
was blighted by hopelessness - most of 
the men did not work and those who 
did spent all their money in the pub, 
leaving their families to go hungry. 

David Forrester, who has written 
books about the area, said: "It was 
worse than the Gorbals in Glasgow. 
The real thing about this is that a man 
of 19-years-old was willing to step into 
this rat-infested area and do some¬ 
thing for people. 

"Not only did he set up the Mill Street 
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Alfred Harman Edwards, 
who made it his life's 
work to improve 
conditions for 
people living in 
the area of 
Dorchester's 
Mill Street

later he tied up 
with other work¬ 
ers in the town and 
the Mill Street Hous¬ 
ing Society which is 
what really lifted the 
area out from what it 
was."

young when my grandfather died 
in 1951, but I used to get stopped in 
the street by people who remem¬ 
bered him and said what a wonder¬ 
ful person he was. 

"He felt things needed to be done to 
make life better and he took it upon him¬ 
self to do something about it. He made it 
his life’s work."

THOUSANDS lined Weymouth Seafront 
on Sunday for the town’s annual Beach 
Motocross.

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Less grass and more wildflowers 
trial for Weymouth Relief Road 



A NEW way of managing 
roadside verges, with the aim 
of cutting costs, is being 
trailled on the Weymouth Re¬ 
lief Road. 

With over 4,970 miles of 
rural verges, Dorset County 
Council is using smarter ways 
to minimise verge growth. 

By using innovative ap¬ 
proaches, the council is aim¬ 
ing to reduce the cost of 
ongoing maintenance by re¬ 
ducing the amount of cutting 
taking place, and at the same 
time transforming them into a 
wildflower feast for pollina¬ 
tors. 

The Coast & Countryside 
Service is currently turning 
its attention to the large area 
of verge on the Weymouth Re¬ 
lief Road and its roundabouts. 

Dr Phil Sterling, coast and 
countryside service manager, 
said: “We spend a vast amount 
each year cutting our verges 
and, by understanding how to 
reduce the amount the grass 
grows in the first place, we 
can be more efficient and save 
money. The bit we can control 
is soil fertility - the more nu¬ 
trients in the soil, the more 
the grass grows. Conversely, 
on poor soils, grass growth is 


less so we have less to cut; it is 
that easy. 

“We can reduce fertility of 
the soils by cutting and re¬ 
moving the cut grass on exist¬ 
ing verges, or by reducing the 
amount of grass verge and re¬ 
placing it with limestone shin¬ 
gle. As an added benefit, poor 
soils allow a greater range of 
wildflowers to thrive, so the 
strategy to reduce fertility 
makes the verges much more 
interesting for wildflowers 
and insect pollinators.” 

Over the last six months the 
verges along the Weymouth 


Relief Road have been cut - 
with the cuttings collected to 
gradually reduce their fertil¬ 
ity - as part of a spend-to-save 
project on the verges between 
the Ridgeway and Weymouth. 

The next phase, which has 
just begun, will be to severely 
cut the verges and rake them, 
prior to sowing seeds of Yel¬ 
low Rattle - a native wild¬ 
flower that naturally reduces 
grass growth as it is parasitic 
on grass - as well as Black 
Knapweed, Birds-foot Trefoil 
and Oxeye Daisy. These wild- 
flowers will make the verges 


not only attractive to look at 
in coming summers, but pro¬ 
vide a highway for wildlife. 

The benefits of this ap¬ 
proach can be seen on the 
Blandford bypass, where the 
verges look great when the 
flowers are in bloom and now 
only need one cut a year. Wild¬ 
flowers and other non-native 
flowers, have also been used 
to enhance county council 
sites such as Broomhills 
household recycling centre in 
Bridport as part of ongoing 
verge trials. 

Dr Sterling continued: “This 
preparatory work is cutting 
the existing grass to its base, 
revealing the soil in places, so 
it will look messy for a short 
while. The grass will grow 
back quite quickly, even over 
the winter, and the wildflower 
seeds will also start to germi¬ 
nate during this time.” 

As well as transforming the 
verges, the five relief road 
roundabouts (Littlemoor, 
Jurassic, Veasta, Harriers 
and Manor Roundabouts) are 
being given a makeover, to re¬ 
duce ongoing maintenance 
costs,starting in November. 
The outer ring of existing 
grass will be removed and re¬ 


placed with a shingle border 
of one to one-and-a-half me¬ 
tres, which will save the need 
to strim around the signs reg¬ 
ularly. The area behind will 
then be treated to create an at¬ 
tractive ‘flowering meadow’. 
The existing trees and shrubs 
in the middle will remain as 
they are. 

Dr Sterling added: “From 
2019 onwards there is cur¬ 
rently no money specifically 
allocated to manage the 
verges and roundabouts of the 
relief road, so we need to work 
hard now to design out ongo¬ 
ing maintenance costs as 
much as we can. We believe 
we can reduce the overall cost 
of £60,000 per year to under 
£30,000 per year in future, 
which is a significant saving.” 

The landscape work on the 
roundabouts will cost around 
£14,000 - paid by the council’s 
transformation fund - and 
this will save approximately 
£1,200 a year currently spent 
on strimming and grass cut¬ 
ting. 

The purchase and sowing of 
the wildflower mix costs just 
£3,800 and should provide a 
permanent summer display of 
wildflowers along the verges.

IT'S been dubbed as the 'Oscars of the teach¬ 
ing world', and Sharon Downes of Puddle- 
town First School, was honoured with the 
highest accolade for her dedication and com¬ 
mitment to the profession.

Dorset Coastal Connections Project Co-ordi- 
nator Natalie Poulter said: "This is a real 
chance for local people to get involved with 
this exciting project at an early stage. The 
story told at the Marine Centre is relevant to 
everyone for different reasons, and we'd like 
to hear residents' views on where that story 
should start." 

Marine Awareness Officer for Dorset 


Wildlife Trust Julie Hatcher said: "We know 
that local residents are our best ambas¬ 
sadors. We're keen to work with our commu¬ 
nity to learn how we can help visitors from 
near and far understand the uniquely special 
environment we all enjoy here at Kim¬ 
meridge, and how we can build closer rela¬ 
tionships with people living locally."

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Frank Bruno supports Fight Back project

AN innovative Weymouth 
mental health scheme which 
uses boxing to help transform 
people’s lives has been 
praised by one of the sport’s 
biggest names. 

Former world heavyweight 
champion Frank Bruno gave 
his backing to the Fight Back 
Mental Health project, run by 
Dorset Healthcare with the 
support of Weymouth Boxing 
Club. 

The weekly sparring ses¬ 


sions at the Hardwick Street 
gym use non-contact exercises 
in the boxing ring as a recov¬ 
ery treatment for both men 
and women suffering from 
varying levels of mental ill¬ 
ness. 

Speaking about the Fight 
Back group, Frank said: “This 
is a really impressive scheme 
which is obviously having a 
really positive impact on both 
men and women. The non- 
contact physical side of box¬ 


ing has so many benefits. I 
know it gave me focus and 
structure throughout my ca¬ 
reer.” 

Frank, who lost just four of 
his 45 professional fights dur¬ 
ing a 14-year career, also 
likened the scheme to the 
work done by his own regis¬ 
tered charity - the Frank 
Bruno Foundation. 

“Providing young people 
with structured exercise, ad¬ 
vice and support through box¬ 


ing helps to relieve social, 
emotional and mental distress 
that can affect their mental 
health. A fit body leads to a fit 
mind, and I back any scheme 
which helps promote this,” he 
added. 

Fight Back was set up in 2014 
by Lewis Chambers and his 
colleagues Vaughan Fellows 
and Matthew Rees - all quali¬ 
fied mental health support 
workers at Dorset Healthcare. 

The trio’s work was recently 
recognised at the NHS Trust’s 
annual staff Heroes Awards, 
scooping the ‘Improving 
Lives’ accolade. 

Lewis said: “We have seen 
people transform their own 
lives through boxing. The ini¬ 
tiative has given some the 
confidence to get back into 
work and, in one case, start up 
their own business. We also 
have a lady boxing in a forth¬ 
coming championship event. 

“It is so rewarding to see 
people get their lives back on 
track and regain their self-be¬ 
lief, especially as many never 
imagined they would do this - 
let alone through boxing.” 

Reba is 18 and has bipolar. 
She said: “I was admitted to a 
psychiatric ward at my worst 
and I closed myself off from 
the outside world for months. 
I felt so low and depressed I 
didn’t feel like doing any¬ 
thing. 

“Since joining Fight Back, I 
feel like I’m a different person. 
It has completely changed my 
life and given me a new found 


freedom and I no longer feel 
held back because of my men¬ 
tal health.” 

Frank Bruno was talking at 
a special event to raise aware¬ 
ness of mental health issues 
organised by Dorset Health-

Thomas Hardy and

The talk will also consider how Hardy ad¬ 
dresses issues of sexual knowledge and igno¬ 
rance in his novels, essays, and 
correspondence.

Dorset resident: Dr Marie Stopes, sex re¬ 
former, birth control campaigner, author, and 
founder of Portland Museum. 

Karin Koehler is a lecturer in Nineteenth- 
Century English Literature at Bangor Univer¬ 
sity. Her first book, Thomas Hardy and 
Victorian Communication: Letters, Tele¬ 
grams, and Postal Systems, came out with Pal- 
grave in 2016. 

The talk is free although a donation of £3 is 
encouraged to cover costs.

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Spotting the signs of modern slavery

As Anti-Slavery Day takes place 
on Wednesday, October 18th, po¬ 
lice remind Dorset residents to 
look out for the signs. 

Modern slavery is known to be 
taking place globally today and is 
affecting adults and children 
within the UK, including Dorset. 

Someone is in slavery if they are 
forced to work, if they are owned 
or controlled by an employer, if 
they are dehumanised and treated 
as a commodity, or bought and 
sold as ‘property’, or if they are 
physically constrained or have re¬ 
strictions placed on their freedom 
of movement. 

There is no ‘typical’ victim of 
modern slavery. Victims can be 
men, women and children of all 
ages, ethnicities, nationalities and 
backgrounds. They are forced into 
a situation through the use or 
threat of violence, deception or co¬ 
ercion. Victims may enter the UK 
legally, or on forged documenta¬ 
tion, or they may be a UK citizen 
living in the UK who is then forced 
into slavery. Modern slavery cov¬ 
ers a range of exploitation includ¬ 
ing; human trafficking, sexual 
exploitation, forced labour, debt 
bondage, domestic servitude, 
criminal activities, child labour, 
child sexual exploitation (CSE) 
and forced and early marriage. 

Detective Chief Inspector Gavin 
Dudfield said: “Modern slavery 
happens to some of the most vul¬ 
nerable people in society, who 
may not even realise they are 
being exploited. 

“We need members of the public 
to ensure they report any con¬ 
cerns they have around someone’s 
working or living conditions. Ask 
yourself if a worker’s physical ap¬ 
pearance seems poor, are they 
clothed properly for their work, do 


they interact with you freely or 
seem hesitant or nervous to 
speak? Or do you work or live near 
a business where the staff seem to 
have restricted movement or are 
dropped off/collected for work on 
a regular basis, either very early 
or late at night? If something does¬ 
n’t seem right, report it.” 

Due to age, child victims have an 
additional level of vulnerability. 
According to the National Crime 
Agency one in three UK victims of 
slavery are children. Children can 
be trafficked from outside the UK 
or are moved within the country 
for the purposes of forced labour 
and criminal and sexual exploita¬ 
tion. This can include a child who 
is moved within their own home 
town area for the purposes of 
CSE. 

Detective Chief Inspector Gavin 
Dudfield continues: “We know 
that modern slavery and human 
trafficking can happen anywhere 
in the country. We have dedicated 
officers who investigate CSE and 
safeguard children, and as part of 
the South West Anti-Slavery Part¬ 
nership we work with partners to 
target various locations across the 
county to ensure individuals are 
not being trafficked and/or forced 
into work. 

“Members of the public are vital 
to helping us identify potential 
victims of modern slavery and we 
are asking people to be aware and 
vigilant to any signs of modern 
slavery. Report your concerns to 
the Modern Slavery Helpline on 
0800 0121 700. If you have specific 
concerns regarding employees 
within the Agriculture, Horticul¬ 
ture or Shellfish gathering indus¬ 
try, contact the Gangmasters & 
Labour Abuse Authority on 0800 
432 0804. 


A REGIONAL awards ceremony, held 
to highlight the dedication and hard 
work of special constables and police 
support volunteers, has recognised the 
work of Dorset Police volunteers. 

The Dorset Victims' Bureau walked 
away with the coveted award for ‘Po¬ 
lice Support Volunteer Team of the 
Year 2017’. 

The team was established in 2013, 
with Dorset being one of the first 
forces in the country to approach sup¬ 
porting victims of crime in a more 
joined up way. The bureau provides 
update to victims of crime on the 
progress of their investigation and 


support for individuals affected by 
their experience. 

Seven volunteers have given over 
1,000 hours of their time to supporting 
victims since the beginning of the 
year. 

The bureau handles over 3,500 new 
crimes every month, giving valuable 
support to victims in Dorset. 

Victims Bureau Manager, Karen 
Bader, said: "Winning this award is 
great recognition for the outstanding 
work the whole team performs at the 
bureau. We are passionate about the 
work we are doing to support victims 
of crime in our community and know¬ 


ing members of the team give up their 
own time to support this is truly hum¬ 
bling. Their contribution is invaluable 
and should not be underestimated." 

Martyn Underhill, Dorset Police and 
Crime Commissioner, said: “The Of¬ 
fice of the Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner is delighted to co-fund the work 
of the Dorset Victims’ Bureau and I 
wholeheartedly congratulate the team 
on winning this award, as it recognises 
their hard work, dedication and pro¬ 
fessionalism in supporting victims 
through the crime investigation pro¬ 
cess.”

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S T MICHAEL'S Trading Estate is open 
for business - the message owners 
Hayward & Co and businesses want 
to get across, following plans to 
regenerate the Bridport site were 
approved. 

Over the years, the estate has attracted 
a diverse and eclectic mix of traders, 
makers and businesses, as well as 
developing its own distinctive artists 
quarter. 

Currently, the largest business on St 
Michael's employs 19 people, but most do 
not approach double figures and the 
majority have less than three employees. 

Creating units for small businesses and 
offering low, affordable rents was a 
concept ahead of its time when Hayward's 
let their first premises in Bridport in 1968. 

It is a philosophy that remains in place 
today and has allowed jobs and 
employment to continue when it might 
have been impossible elsewhere. 

Hayward & Co has always maintained 
that the existence of St Michael's as a 
trading estate, and therefore as a 
continuing source of employment, will 
continue just as it has for the last 49 years. 

Over the years, St Michael's has helped 
nurture a number of successful 
businesses, which have gone on to 
outgrow the estate and move to larger 
premises - Clipper Teas, Top Gear, Par 
Acoustics and Coastal Nets. 

Hayward & Co state that the subject of 
employment should not be separated 
from the diversity of businesses and 
trades the estate offers, and they aim to 
not only maintain this uniqueness, but to 
build on it by offering a mix of new 
employment space in three buildings. 

The scheme to regenerate and develop 
the estate has been approved by West 
Dorset District Council's planning 
committee and works are estimated to 
start in October 2018 at the earliest and 
when work does begin, the estate will 
remain open and Hayward & Co will do 
what they can to minimise any 
inconvenience to tenants. They say the 
big challenge now is to make sure that the 
development is able to preserve the best 
of the old while bringing in the best of the 
new; they say 'We want to deliver the best 
of both worlds.' 

Martin Ridley and Clive Hayward, of 
Hayward & Co, said: "It has been a long 
time in the making, the first plans and 
outline schemes for the regeneration and 
development of Bridport's South West 
Quadrant including St Michael's Trading 


Estate date back 15 years - to the spring 
of 2002. 

"The first 'masterplan' for the area was 
actively supported by West Dorset District 
Council and SWRDA - the South West 
Regional Development Authority. In fact, 
SWRDA had promised to provide £3 
million of grants to support the scheme. 

"It didn't happen of course and SWRDA 
has long since faded from the scene but 
no one involved all those years ago 
imagined for a moment that it would take 
until July 2017 before West Dorset District 
Council's planning and development 
control committee would finally give 
outline approval to a scheme, which has 
been much amended having gone 
through four iterations. 

"As owners, landlords and estate 
managers - and indeed the founders of 
the estate - Hayward & Co firmly believes 
this decision will over the next few years 
be seen as significant, not just for the 
development and regeneration of St 
Michael's, but for the economic and 
community benefits it will bring to 
Bridport and West Dorset. 


"Much has been said about the housing 
element of the scheme but it is easy to 
forget that, in town planning terms, St 
Michael's is a mixed use development. As 
such it will deliver a much improved 
environment and 'public realm', an estate 
that will be more attractive to visitors and 
potential tenants alike and a scheme that 
will balance the best of the old (the 
heritage and the history) with the best of 
the new. 

"The plans are much changed from 
those submitted and initially approved in 
2012 and in 2009. The size of the scheme 
has shrunk significantly during that time, 
reflecting an ongoing response to the 
requirements of English Heritage, the 
local planning authority, the Environment 
Agency, district councilors, and other 
statutory consultees, as well as local 
organisations' such as Enterprise St 
Michael's and Bridport Chamber of 
Commerce. 

"Approval for our scheme is only in 
outline planning for most of the estate; 
much must be done before detailed 
planning approvals will be received. We 


estimate a minimum of 12 months before 
any work can begin (October 2018 at the 
earliest); meantime, St Michael's remains 
fully open for business. In fact, when work 
begins the estate will remain open and 
Hayward & Co is committed to do all it 
can to minimise any inconvenience to our 
tenants. 

"We recognize that some impact is 
already being felt in terms of the 'footfall' 
arriving on the estate caused partly by the 
inaccurate impression that the estate will 
need to close for work to begin. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. St 
Michael's with its 90 odd tenants and with 
its other attractions such as the monthly 
Vintage Market is very much alive and 
kicking! 

"The estate is adapting as it has done 
since its foundation in 1968; it has seen 
many ups and downs in that time and 
come through many challenges. We 
believe though that the estate and our 
diverse and multi skilled tenants and their 
businesses have the ability not only to 
survive but thrive as we move towards the 
'new' St Michael's."

Jazz quartet brings world 
music grooves to Bridport 


CAPE TOWN-BORN pianist 
Philip Clouts celebrates his quar¬ 
tet’s tenth anniversary with a 13- 
date tour that includes a concert 
at Bridport Arts Centre on Fri¬ 
day, November 10th. In addition 
the evening will feature a curtain 
raiser from the Woodroffe School 
Little Big Band. 

Clouts formed the quartet - 
originally a trio - to create a 
more intimate contrast to the 
band he’d been working with 
since the turn of the millennium, 
the jazz and world-beat ensemble 
Zubop, which had expanded to a 
nine-piece through collabora¬ 
tions with Gambian master mu¬ 
sicians Juldeh Camara and 
Njega Sohna. 

“We’ve had a few changes in 
personnel over these ten years 
but bassist Alex Keen has been 
in the group since the start, 
which gives a great sense of 

continuity, and I’m really 


pleased with the current line-up 
as saxophonist Samuel Eagles 
and drummer Chris Nickolls 
(who is doing the South West 
dates on this tour) have brought 
some great input,” says Clouts. 

“Samuel’s sense of phrasing is 
unique, and apart from being a 
great jazz player, he also brings 
his experience of playing Afrobeat 
on the London scene.

THE NEW Mercedes-Benz S-Class Coupe is now on sale, with 
prices starting at £104,115 for the S 560. The Mercedes-AMG 
S 63 costs from £128,015, while the AMG S 65 is available 
from £189,615. 

The S 560 replaces the outgoing S 500, and introduces a new 
4.0-litre biturbo V8 petrol unit capable of producing 469 hp and 
700 Nm of torque.

Motorists should consider 
the potential cost of part 
worns above the price 


TYRESAFE is reminding Britain's motorists 
to make safety their primary concern when 
replacing their tyres. Part worn tyres may 
appear to be the cheaper option but numer¬ 
ous studies and investigations by TyreSafe 
and Trading Standards have highlighted sig¬ 
nificant concerns as to their roadworthiness. 
In fact, 93% of part worns inspected in 
the most recent activities have been sold 
illegally with more than half having safety- 
critical faults. 

However, with the current economic cli¬ 
mate leading many to seek the cheapest 
means to maintain their cars, part worns, 
often advertised with low price tags, may 
seem appealing. Drivers are reminded, 
though, that the lifetime cost of buying used 
tyres is actually higher, at £6.33 per mm 
compared with £5.32 for a new tyre*. 

The false economy of buying part worns in 
addition to the uncertainty over their safety is 
further highlighted by the poor quality of ser¬ 
vice and expertise of those fitting the tyres. 

Jahmel Hamilton-Alexander from Bucking¬ 
hamshire, is just one motorist who has 
suffered as a result of buying part worns.

"My MoT was looming and I needed to re¬ 
place the tyres quickly so I went to a part 
worn dealer. The tread was ok so it went 
through the MoT but then it started to de¬ 
flate. I was having to pump it up every few 
days so I took it back but I was not greeted 
in great fashion. 

"After it was removed, it was clear it had 
had an illegal repair, which made it danger¬ 
ous but they wouldn't do anything about it. 
In fact, I ended up having to go through 
Trading Standards and getting a County 
Court judgement to get my money back. 
That took two-and-a-half months. 

"No amount of money is worth risking your 
safety - my family could have been in that 
car when the repair failed on the motorway. 
I won't buy part worns again and I wouldn't 
advise anybody else to either." 

Stuart Jackson, chairman, TyreSafe, said: 
"However tempting it may be to save money 
by paying a lower price at the time of pur¬ 
chase, motorists should be aware of the 
false economy. Your tyres will have to be re¬ 
placed much sooner and at a similar price to 
the ones previously fitted so you won't ben- 
w h efit in the long term. TyreSafe 
I urges Britain's motorists to put 
I safety of themselves and others 
" on the road first and not buy 
1 part worn tyres." 

Part worn tyres can be sold 
with 2mm tread depth, which 
j leaves just 0.4mm - half the 
J thickness of a bank card - be- 
mm M fore they reach the minimum 
I legal limit of 1.6mm.
